MORE than 1,000 
people, regular 
customers at 
Maesteg Indoor 
Market, signed a 
petition to keep the 
137-building open. 

However, Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) argues that an 
alternative proposal 
would represent a £4 
million investment in the 
town, creating a 
“cultural hub”. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: 'The authority is 
working with Awen 
Cultural Trust, who run 
the building on the 
council’s behalf, to 
develop plans that could 
result in a glass atrium 
being added to the 
building alongside new 
performance space, 
meeting and conference 
facilities, rooms that can 
be used by community 
groups, and stronger 
links forged with the 
outdoor market and bus 
station. 

“The plans will also 
look at shifting the focus 
of the current indoor 
market to the outdoor 
area, which has already 
benefited from a recent 
£2.5m refurbishment.” 

He added that the 
plans would look at 
developing some of the 
indoor space into an all- 
new library and resource 
centre which would 
include a “state of the 
art” children’s library 
and reading area, 
providing full disabled 
access for the first time 
in the town hall’s long 
history.

THOUSANDS of people are 
expected to march through 
Bridgend town centre on 
Saturday, October 8 as part of 
the May 2017 Bridgend, Taff- 
Ely Urdd National Eisteddfod 
Proclamation Festival. 

The march will begin at 11.30am 
from Bridgend College to arrive at 
Newbridge fields by 12.15pm. 
Celebrations will continue until 3pm 
with an afternoon packed full of free 
entertainment for the whole family. 

The afternoon will include 
performances from Syrcas Circus, 
S4C’s Stwnsh presenters and Cyw 
characters, goods stalls, the Bridgend 
Big Band, singer Danielle Lewis, Cpt 
Smith and performances by local 


schools, ‘adrannau’ (Urdd youth 
clubs) and groups. 

Aled Sion, director of the Urdd 
Eisteddfod said “The support we have 
received to date from people in the 
area to the Urdd Eisteddfod’s coming, 
one of the largest travelling festivals 
in Europe, has been fantastic.” 

The route takes in: Nolton Street; 
Caroline Street; Adare Street; 
Wyndham Street; Dunraven Place; 
Queen Street, Angel Street and 
Newbridge Eields. Drivers are 
advised to avoid these routes due to 
the likely congestion. 

Around 3,000 children and adults 
representing local schools, colleges 
and clubs will be taking part.

A spokesman said 
that instead of having 
to ring different 
numbers to contact 
NHS Direct Wales or 
GP out-of-hours,they 
can now call 111 to 
access both services. 

This will make it far 
easier for them to get 
the right advice, 
support or treatment. 

The 111 Wales 
service is being piloted 
in a phased approach 
in ABMU, starting in 
Bridgend and Neath 
Port Talbot from 
Tuesday (October 4). 

All residents of 
those areas can dial 
111 to reach NHS 
Direct Wales at any 
time. Also, anyone 
registered with a GP 


practice in Bridgend, 
Neath Port Talbot and 
Swansea can use 111 to 
access GP out-of- 
hours. 

“It’s part of a plan 
to improve urgent and 
unscheduled care and, 
if successful, could 
ultimately be rolled 
out across the rest of 
Wales,” the spokesman 
stated. 

The 111 model being 
trialled here is 
completely different to 
that in England - in 
fact it really only has 
the number in 
common.

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Town traders 
start their own 
rogues' gallery 


A ‘ROGUES’ 
gallery’ of 
shoplifters, vandals 
and other offenders 
is being shared by 
shops and 
businesses to help 
crack down on 
crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour in 
Bridgend town 
centre. 

Nearly 40 businesses 
in the town have signed 
up to a new online 
system that enables them 
to see and post alerts 
about known shoplifters 
who are operating in the 
area, and also warn 
others about any anti¬ 
social or suspicious 
behaviour. 

Pubs and clubs are 
also using the secure 
system to make it easier 
to identify and ban 
individuals who have 
committed violent crime. 

The ‘DISC’ system 
(Database and Intranet 
for Safer Communities) 
was launched in the 
summer with funding 
support from Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), and can be 
accessed by traders 
either through computers 
or via a smartphone 
‘app’. 

Kate Scourfield, who 
runs the Phoenix pub in 
Bridgend, is co¬ 
ordinating the initiative.

She said; “We were 
extremely keen to 
introduce this system 
after hearing how 
effective it has been in 
reducing crime in other 
town centres across 
south Wales including 
Cardiff, Newport, Barry 
and Merthyr. Working 
with the police, we are 
able to compile a gallery 
of offenders and share 
those images among 
traders so that we know 
who to watch out for. 

“We are also able to 
keep everyone updated 
on the latest tactics 
being used by 
shoplifters, and report 
incidents of suspicious 
behaviour, use of fake 
IDs, graffiti and 
vandalism. Basically, 
anything that businesses 
would benefit from 
knowing about.” 

As well as raising 
awareness of crime, the 
system is also being 
used to share missing 
person alerts and news 
of any upcoming events 
in the town centre. 

Coun Ceri Reeves, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“This new system is a 
very welcome addition 
which will make 
Bridgend town centre 
even safer for traders 
and shoppers alike. It’s 
an excellent use of 
modem technology and 
will greatly assist the 
work of the police in 
preventing crime. 

“As similar systems 
are also in place in other 
south Wales towns, it 
also enables intelligence 
to be shared, so that 
Bridgend’s traders are 
more aware of those 
shoplifters that are 
known to be working the 
M4 corridor to target 
particular stores. There 
are numerous advantages 
of this new system and I 
am pleased to confirm 
that funding is in place 
to introduce it in both 
Maesteg and Porthcawl 
over the next few 
months as well.” 


Planners give the 
Porthcawl Marine 
Centre the go-ahead 


THE Porthcawl Maritime 
Centre has been given the 
go-ahead, signalling the 
expansion of Porthcawl 
Marina. 

Porthcawl Harbourside CIC, 
which is developing Porthcawl 
Maritime Centre, has announced 
that full planning permission has 
been granted. 

The Maritime Centre, called 
Harbourside, will house Porthcawl 
Sea Cadets and The Welsh Surfing 
Federation, as well as SeaQuest 
Coastal Science & Discovery 
Centre, and leisure and health 
facilities. It will be built on Cosy 
Corner, adjacent to the marina. 

Michael Clarke, chairman of 
Porthcawl Harbourside CIC, said: 
“Today was an immensely 
important, indeed critical, day for 
Porthcawl Harbourside CIC, our 
partners and stakeholders. 

“This is a major milestone after 
four years of hard work, and our 
submission for full planning 
approval for the whole 
development has been fully 
approved. 


“To say we are delighted is an 
understatement, and we are 
particularly grateful for the advice 
we have received from all sections 
of our local authority in 
Bridgend.” 

He went on: “Finalising 
agreement to lease the Breakwater 
has been a challenging path for 
ourselves and our local council. 
Due to the site being a harbour 
location, and in a conservation 
area, the range of statutory marine 
and other statutory consents and 
neighbour issues involved is 
significant. Commitment, 

flexibility and dogged 
determination are words that come 
to mind. The support, 
understanding and patience of our 
Coastal Community colleagues at 
Big Lottery has been vital. 

“Fortunately, we have also had 
the commitment of our council to 
secure what will be a fine result 
for Marina users, the council and 
ourselves, supporting new direct 
and indirect employment and 
increasing visitors to Porthcawl, 
and benefiting Bridgend county 
and the wider region. 


“This next, imminent stage of 
the Harbourside project, 
installation of the boat lift - 
assisting boat owners, commercial 
fishermen and RNLI fully 
illustrates our commitment to 
improving the area for all areas of 
the community. 

“Finally, we would like to take 
this opportunity to thank the huge 
number of people and 
organisations who took the trouble 
to write in to support our 
application.” 

The news also signalled the 
green light for a further 
partnership between Porthcawl 
Harbourside CIC and operators of 
Porthcawl Marina. 

A boat lift and associated 
handling equipment will be 
installed, enhancing the flexibility 
of the marina, and facilities for 
berth holders. A storage facility 
will be available, providing a 
further capacity of 200 boats, with 
the availability of additional 
chandlery services, it was stated. 

It is hoped that work on the 
Maritime Centre will start early 
next year. 


Rotary fireworks 
display gets the 
green light in 
Maesteg town 


MAESTEG Rotary 
Club has 

announced that its 
charity fireworks 
display has been 
given the go-ahead 
to take place at 
Maesteg rugby 
ground on 
Saturday, 
November 5 at 
7.30pm, with gates 
opening at 6.30pm. 

Due to circumstances 
beyond the control of 
the Rotary Club and the 
rugby club, the display 
has had to be cancelled 
for the last couple of 
years, but with the work 
completed to repair and 
reopen the clubhouse.

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Council point to 
£4m investment

The cabinet of BCBC decided to 
pursue this option at a meeting on 
Tuesday, when council Leader Mel 
Nott said that the building faced a 
“long period of closure” - whatever 
option was pursued - due to its poor 
condition. 

Speaking before the cabinet’s 
decision, 75-year-old Pat Evans, of 
Maesteg, a regular customer at the 
existing market, said: “Cultural hub? 
What does that even mean? 

“Anyway, this building and this 
market are already a ‘cultural hub’. 
They have been part of Maesteg for all 
of my life, and my entire family’s. 
That’s culture!” 

“What Pat said is typical of the 
many people who have signed the 
petition,” said Steve Harris, proprietor 
of Carmarthenshire Dairy Produce, 
which has operated from the market 
for 37 years. 

KEEN TO WORK 
WITH TRADERS’ 

At the cabinet meeting, BCBC said 
it was keen to “work with indoor 
traders, listen to their concerns and 
liaise with them on the proposals, as 
well as support them in finding 
alternative accommodation - in the 
event that the redevelopment work 
goes ahead”. 

However, Steve Harris may be 
difficult to convince. Speaking to The 
GEM prior to the meeting he said: 
“Thirty-seven years here, but I could 
be forced out in six months. We have 
been offered space in the outside 
market - which was built at a cost of 
more than £2 million - but rates are 
far higher than inside.” 

Steve insisted that should the 
market close, and businesses could not 
find accommodation elsewhere, the 
effects wuld be serious. 

“My two members of staff, who 
have been with me for more than 20 
years each, could lose their jobs, but it 
goes further than this. I buy and sell 
hundreds of pounds worth of cold 
meats from of my suppliers, a mum- 
and-dad operation. If my businesses 
goes, theirs is equally likely to.” 

“And just look around this market,” 
invited Steve. “It looks, and is, run 
down and hasn’t even had a lick of 
paint in years. Yes, thousands of 
pounds were spent recently on new 
signs and pictures - but inside, it looks 
tired. Now I think I know why.” 

The new signs were launched with 
some pomp last month, and with local 
councillors, MPs and AMs in the 
ubiquitous photo-call. 

Customers have also been 
encouraged to sign a letter addressed 
to the chief executive of BCBC 
registering their dismay at the plans. 
LETTER ‘OBJECTS 
VERY STRONGLY’ 

An extract states: “[the market] is 
an amenity for the benefit of the 
residents of Maesteg and is being 
closed with no reference to local 
people whatsoever. 

“I object very strongly to this 
decision being made by some people 
with no connection to the area and 
have no concept of what local people 
want and need in their locality.” 

Another trader, speaking on the 
grounds of anonymity, was blunt: “I 
don’t trust the council. The council has 
a ‘town centre manager’ with 
responsibility for this market, but she 
hardly ever visits. 

“I think this is a done-deal and that 
we will be thrown out of here and 
offered units in the outdoor market, 
units that are more expensive, even 
with a cut-price rate for the first year 
or so.” 

However, BCBC are pointing to 
problems that have already put the 
hall’s balcony seating out of use and a 
survey that identified necessary 
repairs of almost a million pounds. 

It says concerns have been raised 
about the increasing need to carry out 
extensive repairs to the building’s 
deteriorating infrastructure in order to 
keep it open and safe to use. 

Leader Coun Mel Nott said: “Short¬ 


term repairs to address leaks in the 
roof and issues with dry rot are 
currently being carried out, but a 
longer-term solution still needs to be 
found if Maesteg Town Hall is to 
remain open for community use and 
serve the needs of the community for 
another 100 years. 

“Unfortunately, in order to deliver 
this major project, the focus of the 
market would need to be shifted to the 
outdoor area so that the internal space 
can be redeveloped, and essential 
repairs can be carried out on the 
building. 

“I know that this will cause 
unavoidable disruption, but the fact of 
the matter is that the building is 135 
years old and showing every bit of its 
age - from its roof right down to the 
drainage system. 

“It requires a vast amount of 
ongoing maintenance, at a time when 
resources are becoming ever tighter, 
and keeping it open while work is 
carried out is not going to be an 
option. 

“That’s what the proposal is about - 
finding a way of working with Awen 
Cultural Trust to attract fresh 
investment of up to £4m into the 
building that will have economic 
benefit, ensure the town hall can be 
maintained, remain in public use, and 
developed to offer further facilities for 
the benefit of local people, shoppers 
and visitors. 

‘INTEREST IN 
RELOCATING’ 

“What these facilities ultimately are 
depends upon whether sufficient 
funding and planning permissions can 
be achieved, but we have already been 
contacted by some of the traders 
currently based within the indoor 
market who are interested in relocating 
to the outdoor area.” 

In the event that the plans do go 
ahead, space currently used by the 
existing library located within Maesteg 
Sports Centre could be used to offer 
new or additional facilities, while 
there is potential for the library at 
North’s Lane to be sold or 
incorporated as part of Cwm Calon 
Day Centre”. 

Coun Nott continued: “It should be 
clearly understood that whatever work 
is carried out to secure the future of 
Maesteg Town Hall, a long closure of 
the entire building will still be 
necessary. Early estimates suggest that 
this may need to be as long as 18 
months, so we would need to help all 
of the existing indoor stalls relocate 
for the duration of the work anyway.” 

The council leader also addressed 
the issue of a recent £25,000 project to 
provide the town hall with new 
signage. 

He said: “Although it was recently 
completed, the project to provide new 
signage was approved some time ago. 

“Since then, the UK has voted to 
leave the European Union, and the 
Welsh European Landing Office has 
advised authorities to accelerate any 
plans that they may have which 
incorporate applications for European 
funding. 

“This has resulted in the new 
signage being installed just a few 
weeks before we have had to 
announce that we are seeking to 
redevelop the town hall. 

“Maesteg will always be a market 
town. In the event that it does go 
ahead and the focus is shifted to the 
outdoor market area, the council and 
Awen will look to either reposition or 
retain the signage and graphic panels 
on site, or incorporate some of them in 
any new role the town hall may have 
along with certain other features so 
that the building’s history and heritage 
is suitably acknowledged.”

Concern over 
Post Office 
plans to move 


FEARS are mounting about 
the effect on Bridgend town 
centre if the Post Office moves 
out of its current building in 
Dunraven Place. 

A Welsh Conservative regional AM, 
Suzy Davies, backed by some of the 
party’s candidates in next year’s 
council elections, visited the site, as 
part of their campaign to get the Post 
Office to drop its plans to move the 
Crown Office into the basement of WH 
Smith’s shop at the Rhiw Centre. 

Mrs Davies said: “Traders have 
been fighting for years to get Dunraven 
Place opened back up to traffic, and the 
pedestrianisation in this part of town 
reversed. That campaign is on the 
brink of success, with the council now 
considering how this can be achieved. 

“But all the good work in making 
this part of town more accessible, will 
be undone if the post office moves 
away.” 

Candidate Carolyn Webster, who is 
standing in Newcastle, said that the 
party had organised a petition last year 
with traders, which was signed by 
1,300 people, against the continuing 
pedestriansation of this part of town. 


She said: “Traders in Dunraven 
Place have been badly hit by declining 
footfall. They all agree that allowing 
people to drive in and park for a 
limited period, as well as enabling 
taxis to bring people in, would 
rejuvenate the town centre. 

“The Post Office is a key player here 
drawing in hundreds of people every 
day. We also have several banks, plus 
shops, cafes, opticians and dentists 
which people need to access. To move 
the post office to a different part of 
town, would be a massive blow to the 
new town centre strategy.” 

Aniel Pucella, who has a gents’ 
hairdressers in Market Street and who 
is standing in Brackla next May, said 
that everyone was concerned about 
what would happen to the building 
once the post office moved out. 

He added: “This is a large unit and it 
is hard to think of the type of business 
that would want to go in and which 
would also create spin-off for other 
traders. 

“We are hoping that the Post Office 
will change its mind following the 
consultation currently under way so we 
need people to object very strongly to 
this proposal.”

D espite the tragedy of war, it was 
the passing of two other 
Porthcawlians that affected the 
residents in October 1916 - James and 
Mrs Ann Pearce, the oldest residents, at 
94 and 92 years respectively - died 
within four days of each other at the 
home of their son-in-law sea captain 
Arthur Mably, 59 St Mary Street. 

Their life story is inextricably linked with the 
development of the town. Born in Porlock, 
Somerset, into a seafaring family, James’s first link 
with Porthcawl was as a mariner, aboard a cargo 
ship that brought sheep to the harbour, bound for 
Swansea and Neath markets. Whilst on the return 
voyage, the ship would carry limestone from 
Newton. 

In 1853, he and Ann settled in the town, where 
James acted as the harbour pilot for 42 years, 
retiring in 1896, to be succeeded by his son-in-law 
Captain Mably. 

The family, which eventually included nine 
children, originally lived next door to the Knight’s 
Arms. As the size of their family diminished, James 
and Ann moved to 1 Well Street in the 1880s, when 
the town was expanding under the entrepreneurship 
of James and Mary Brogden. 

Six grandsons served and survived the First 
World War but sadly, great-nephew James Pearce 
went down with HMS Goliath in the Dardenelles, 
on May 13, 1915. 

October 20, 1916 witnessed the last Porthcawlian 
to die during the Somme campaign. Major John 
Lewis Lambert, and his brother Captain Harry 
Fenton Lambert , had joined the Aimy Service 
Corps in Porthcawl in 1914. 

John saw active service in France from October 
1915 until his untimely death from peritonitis, 
whilst in hospital in Amiens. One of three children, 
he was bom in 1879 and lived at Elmbank, Park 
Street, Bridgend. His father, George, was an 
architect and surveyor, a profession that both he, 
and his younger brother Harry was to follow in 
later years. 

In 1911, Harry established an estate agency with 
T El wood Deere in Porthcawl, called Lambert 
Deere and Partners. Jack, as he was known, was 
surveyor to the Wimbome Estate in south Wales for 
many years, as well as owning considerable 
property in Porthcawl. 

In 1913, Jack married Mary Elizabeth Parfitt and 
moved into 8 Newton Villas, Newton. As a 
Conservative councillor in Porthcawl for nine 
years, and chairman of the council in 1909-1910, 
he was instmmental in erecting the original 
Porthcawl Pavilion at the top of Gordon Road, 
which eventually became Highfield Congregational 
Chapel in 1918 (since demolished). 

Harry died in October 1930, yet both he and his 
brother have left a lasting legacy in the town, with 
two streets being named after them, ‘Lewis Place’ 
and ‘Eenton Place.’ 

Another soldier Porthcawlians held in high 
esteem, was killed by shellfire at 3.45pm on 
October 18, 1916, whilst on a tour of the trenches 
occupied by his unit. Li 

Charles Joseph Wilkie was 47 years old. Prior to 
the Eirst World War, Lt Colonel Wilkie, had 
enjoyed a distinguished military career, serving 
with the Oxford Light infantry in India, and the 
South Middlesex Regiment before being appointed 
as administrator of the Welsh Army Corps affairs 
relating to the camps at Porthcawl, in October 
1914. 

Eollowing the call from Lloyd George for a 
Welsh Corps, new battalions were formed in 
Porthcawl. On November 26, 1914, Lt Col Wilkie 
was appointed as Commanding Officer of the 17th 
Battalion, Welsh Regiment (1st Glamorgan 



Bantams). Although the newly-formed battalion 
left Porthcawl for training at Colwyn Bay, in 
January 1915, Lt Col Wilkie delayed his departure 
so that he could officiate at the opening of ‘Newton 
Rifle Range’ in early Eebmary 1915. 

There was good news from the front, too. 
Corporal Ered Nicholls of the Pier Hotel, serving 
with the 3rd Battalion, Welsh Regiment, was 
awarded the Military Medal at The Somme ‘for 
gallantry on patrol.’ (Porthcawl News October 19, 
1916). The citation states that his company was 
ordered to advance out of the trench toward the 
enemy. ‘The enemy repulsed them three times and 
all his officers having been killed. Corporal 
Nicholls and his men rushed the trench the fourth 
time, securing their goal.’ Corporal Nicholls was 
19 years old. 

Victor Rowe, 16 years old, who lived at Lias 
Cottages, was apprehended for shooting ‘conies’ 
(rabbits) on Sker House Earmland. At the 
Magistrates’ hearing, witness John Williams stated 
that when he saw the defendant shoot a rabbit and 
start to run, he shouted after him, “It’s no use to 
run. I know your name.” (Glamorgan Gazette 
October 13,1916). 

What Mr. Williams did not know was that in an 
attempt to follow his brother. Corporal John 
Ormonde Rowe into the services, young Victor had 
tried to enlist into the 23rd Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment at Porthcawl, the year before, whilst 15 
years old; and that his brother had been killed in 
the August of 1916. 

Eventually, when Victor was 17 years old, he 
would be successful in joining the Monmouthshire 
Regiment; and would be posted with his regiment 
to Erance in June 1918. On October 8, 1918, two 
years to the month of being fined, 15 shillings, for 
shooting at rabbits, Victor, himself would be killed. 

On the home front, in October 1916, concerns 
remained over the movement of non-British 
persons, ‘Aliens’; and in order to keep track of their 
movements, it was the responsibility of the house 
owner to inform the local police of their visit. 

Such was the case of Maria Eulgoni, who was 
found in Porthcawl in the home of Isaac Heath, 
milk vendor and lodging-house keeper. Mr Heath 
was fined £1. 

Maria Eulgoni, 22, had arrived in Porthcawl 
from Aberdare where she had been working at 
Giacomo Bracchi’s ‘Refreshment House.’ Giacomo 
Bracchi and his wife, from Parma, Italy, had 
become naturalized British citizens in 1908 and had 
brought members of their extended Italian family 
over to work in his business at 26/27 Cannon 
Street, Aberdare. 

Reading the 1911 Census, it is interesting to note 
familiar names, that are so easily recognisable in 
our town today. In Mr. Bracchi’s employ, at the 
time, was Andrea Sidoli, shop-assistant, Luigi 
Eulgoni and Mazocchi Pietro, ice-cream vendors, 
and Guiseppe Moruzzi an outdoor chip vendor, 
whose family would settle in Bridgend. 


There was also the continuing concern over 
lights being seen from the sea: PC Waterman 
proved ever vigilant in his pursuit of offenders. 

Charles Smith of 2 Bungalow Avenue, (near 
Beach Road, Newton) was fined £1; as was 
Elizabeth Bowen, Manageress of the Marine Hotel. 

Yet, the enforced darkness, was causing concern 
for residents walking the streets. As a consequence, 
the council advised that the street lamps be painted 
in luminous paint to avoid people bumping into 
them in the dark.

down Allied airmen. 

Two famous names

Cartrefi Cymru, the charity that owns the hotel, 
said: “We are very sad to have to make this 
decision, and that we will have to say goodbye to 
the guests who have remained loyal supporters 
over the years, but we had no choice. 

“Despite our best efforts and significant 
financial investment in upgrading the hotel 
facilities and trying to attract new customers, there 
has not been enough people coming to stay to 
cover the costs. 

“As a charity, we have to ensure that we spend 
our money wisely. Sadly, the gap between income 
and expenditure at the hotel has stayed obstinately 
in the red, and the time has come to acknowledge 
this reality,” he explained. 

Any job losses are expected to be low as 
Cartrefi Cymru will provide opportunities in other 
parts of its operations as one of Wales’s largest not 
for profit care provider. 

Glamorgan Holiday Home was opened in 1974 
by West, Mid and South Glamorgan county 
councils to provide holiday breaks for the elderly 


and frail of south Wales. When local government 
was re-organised in 1996, the councils set up a 
charitable trust to run the home, initially with 
block contracts to pay for people in need of a 
holiday with support. 

Gradually, the council contracts were withdrawn 
and the hotel has had to operate as a social 
business, selling individual holidays to self-paying 
guests. 

Since 1974, major advances have been achieved 
in accessibility and facilities in options offered by 
standard hotels and holiday providers has meant 
less demand for a specialist service. 

“I would like to thank all our regular guests and 
all our hard-working staff, and everyone who has 
tried to keep the hotel open. Times have changed 
and there is no longer sufficient demand for what 
the hotel had to offer,” said Mr Roper.

film is beautifully shot 
with powerful economy.

between a suicidal man 
and a corpse, so much 
depends on the 
performances and 
chemistry of the two 
leads. In Dano and 
Radcliffe you have two 
of the more impressive 
young actors working 
today, and both deliver 
truly exceptional turns. 

Dano is more than 
comfortable playing 
muddled and mentally 
skewed characters, but 
while he is playing to 
type to a degree, his 
performance is 
wonderfully executed; 
as the layers of his 
character are peeled 
away, we delve deeper 
into his psyche and his 


reasons for wanting to 
kill himself, and Dano 
takes on a vivid journey 
through his turn. 

Radcliffe’s 

performance is the more 
impressive of the two, 
mainly through the 
incredible physicality of 
his turn; as he brings 
the corpse of Manny to 
life (quite literally), 
you’ll be astounded at 
the way Radcliffe 
contorts and drags 
himself around. 

Yet more than just 
the physical 
impressiveness is the 
way he evokes life 
through Manny’s 
lifeless eyes, his ever- 
changing moods, wants 
and needs superbly 
drawn with a degree of 
subtlety by Radcliffe’s 
mesmeric performance. 

There is little to the 
story, the weight carried 
through the characters 
rather than the 
circumstances around 
them (Hank seems to be 
on an island on his own 
but the reason he’s there 
is hazy) but Daniels add 
some beautiful touches 
(the way Hank builds a 
world for Manny to 
attempt to reignite his 
memories is pure Jonze, 
the culmination of their 
journey shifting gears to 
something even more 
profound) and some 
nonsensical and base 
ones (Manny’s corpse 
constantly producing 
gas, his ability to cut 


down trees using his 
arms and fire catapults 
using his mouth). 

However, on such 
thin narrative elements 
great truths are laid; the 
film brushes against the 
notions of humanity, 
life, love and faith 
without laying them on 
too thickly. 

Rarely has a film 
seemed so vital and 
fresh, so willing to go 
against the grain than 
Swiss Army Man - 
whether you take to it 
quite so readily is down 
to personal taste, but it’s 
a prime example of 
what cinema should 
truly be about. 

VERDICT-A 
offbeat, whimsical tale 
of a man and his corpse, 
Swiss Army Man is a 
breathtakingly original 
film, well-directed by 
Daniels and featuring an 
exceptional brace of 
turns from Paul Dano 
and especially Daniel 
Radcliffe. It may not 
appeal to all tastes, but 
it’s one of the most 
vital, oddly life- 
affirming films you'll 
see this year. Essential 
viewing.

Vale help for 
small business 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
unveiled more help 
for small businesses. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said this week: “Further 
to the recent 
announcement that we 
will be extending the 
Small Business Rates 
Relief Scheme to 2017- 
18, a new permanent 
scheme will come into 
force from 2018.” 

There will be 
additional support via a 
transitional relief scheme 
for small businesses 
affected by the Valuation 
Office Agency’s 

revaluation of non¬ 
domestic rates. 

“The £10m scheme, 
which will be available 
from April 1,2017, when 
revaluation comes into 
effect, will be fully 
funded by the Welsh 
Government. This is in 


addition to the existing 
£100m tax cut for small 
businesses in Wales,” Ms 
Hutt stated. 

“There are 3,544 
business properties in the 
Vale of Glamorgan liable 
to pay non-domestic 
rates and many will 
benefit from the rate 
relief scheme and 
transitional relief 

scheme.” 

Finance and Local 
Government Secretary, 
Mark Drakeford, AM, 
intends to lay regulations 
before the National 
Assembly later this year, 
which, if passed, will 
enable the transitional 
relief scheme to come 
into effect in April 2017.

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Welsh Government hits 
back at its Tory critics 
over NHS bed numbers 


A REPORT has revealed the number of 
available NHS hospital beds has fallen by 
30 per cent in Wales over the last 20 
years. 

According to Welsh Government data published 
on Tuesday, records show that there is a daily 
average of 10,935 beds are available across Wales’ 
seven health boards - compared to 15,582 in 1996. 

For the most recent year, older people’s services 
saw a significant dip in available beds, with 
rehabilitation services taking the biggest cut, falling 
by 8 per cent when compared to last year’s figures, 
Welsh Conservatives observed. 

“During the same period, old age psychiatry beds 
were cut by 6.6 per cent, general surgery beds by 6 
per cent and geriatric medicine by 5.8 per cent,” 
said Welsh Conservative Shadow Health Secretary, 
Angela Bums AM. 

“These disturbing figures show how a

combination of increased occupancy and swingeing 
cuts has led to a hospital bed crisis. Bed shortages 
puts strain on staff, means A&E units fill up and 
renders paramedics unable to offload patients 
quickly so ambulances are delayed in responding to 
their next distress call. 

“It’s particularly alarming to see that older 
people are being worst affected by this; often frail 
and disorientated, the figures suggest they are 
inappropriately kept in hospital settings for far too 
long. 

“The Labour-led Welsh Government urgently 
needs to tackle bed-blocking and invest in more 
beds if it is to prevent this crisis from deepening 
further as we enter the winter months.” 

A Welsh Government spokesperson responded: 
“Bed numbers are not an accurate marker for good 
care. These figures show that we are using bed 
capacity more efficiently; for example, more people 
are having surgery as day cases. 

“Increasingly, the NHS in Wales is developing 
innovative ways of managing people’s health 
without admitting them to hospital, which is often 
better for people who prefer being at home. For 
frail older people for example, hospital admission 
itself can carry risks and it is important to support 
people to live independently for as long as possible. 

“We have made £60 million available in our 
innovative Intermediate Care Fund for 2016-2017 
to ensure people can receive joined up health and 
social care services, helping to prevent unnecessary 
hospital admissions and delays in discharges.”

PENARTH Hockey
